Archbishop Pollio, who is 41, 
stated that the “trials” he under- 
went each lasted from three to 
eight hours. The “accused,” he re- 
ated, were chained hands and 
feet while an agitated Red mob 
chanted ridiculous charges. FEn- 
route from one prison to another 
and from prison to the place of 
“trial” a communist-incited . mob 
hurled refuse and rotten fruit and 
veretables at them.

While in prison he was held in 
a six-by-nine cell with as many as

The report reaching Honk Kong 
of Bishop Chang’s death gave 
neither the date nor the circum- 
stances. He was imprisoned at 


Peking last October. The charges 
against him were never made 
public, 

One report stated that the Chi- 
nese Reds had approached Bishop 


Chang and invited him to become 


“Pope” of a reformed “Chinese 
Cathelic Church.” But the Bishop 
is said to have replied that Cath- 
olics can have only one Pope for 
the entire world. In January, 
1951, Bishop Chang, who had long 
been restricted from leaving Pe- 
king, again sought permission 
from the Red authorities to return 
to Chaohsien, his See. But the Reds 
refused. 

Bishop Chang is also Apostolic 
Administrator of the Paoting and 
Tientsin dioceses. The Holy See 
named him administrator of Tien- 
tsin on June 28, 1951, after the 
expulsion of Bishop John de 
Vienne, C.M. However, it is doubt- 
ful whether notification of the ap- 
pointment ever reached him,

Indian Papers 
Criticize New 
Press Curbs 


New Delhi —(NC)—The Indian 
press is sharply criticizing the new 
press law which has come into ef- 
ect. 


Passed by the recent national 
legislature, the law empowers the 
government to withhold the licenses 
of those papers which publish “ob- 
jectionable matter.” The Govern- 
ment of Bombay has already issued 
instructions authorizing the com- 
missioner of police and the dis- 
trict magistrates to deal with “‘ob- 
jectionable newspapers” in ‘the 
manner laid down in the Bill. 

Commenting on this, The Ma- 
dras Mail, secular daily says: “It 
is difficult to discern any difference 
between the suppression of infor- 
mation concerning communist coun- 
tries by their governments at the 
bidding of the Kremlin hierarchy 
and taking action against journals 
and periodicals deemed objection- 
able by a union or state minister 
in this country.” 


In this connection it is recalled 
here that the Rev. Jerome D’Souza, 
5.J., an Indian delegate to the 
United Nations General Assembly 
in Paris, pleaded before that body 
for guarantees to insure freedom 
of information. Freedom of in- 
formation is one of the vital and 
fundamental tasks of the United 
Nations, he said. When this has 
been assured, he continued, “we 
shall have gone a long way to- 
wards settling our divergencies.” 

The Catholic press in India has 
joined secular papers in calling 
for repeal or modification of the 
new press law.

One vote 
is allowed to each affiliated unit or 
parish. If it is not convenient for 
the appointed representative to 
attend the national convention, the 
eredentials should be turned over 
to your parish organization secre- 
tary. Any member of the parish 
group may be appointed to repre- 
sent the parish as alternate. 


This is also the year for our In- 
diana Provincial Conference which 
will be held at Purdue University 
Campus, Lafayette, May 18 and 
19. This conference is held every 
fourth year and takes the place of 
our Diocesan convention for that 
year. We hope that our Diocesan 
Council will be well represented at 
the Provincial Conference. Your 
deanery presidents have already 
announced it and further informa- 
tion will be available at the March 
Deanery meetings. 

Our national organization chair- 
man, 1n a recent issue of the N.C. 
C.W. Monthly Message, stated that

There is certainly no disagree- 
ment whatsoever between the Ni-

The pages con- 
tained not only pleasing recipes, 
but there were stories about feast 
days in different countries, how

things new to me. 


For instance, you know about 
Shrove Tuesday pancakes. That 
day was called Shrove Tuesday be- 
cause of the practice of confessing 
one’s sins—being shriven in. pre- 
paration for the coming season of 
penance. But do you know why 


@ they made pancakes? In the early 


mediaeval days, eggs were not al- 


@ lowed to be eaten during Lent, and 


for this reason, it was the custom 
to use up all the eggs in the house 
and make heaps of pancakes. 


In Ireland the pancakes are dif- 
ferent: they’re made with grated 


‘raw potato, flour, eggs and season- 


ing. In England and Scotland they 
have pancakes, and in France too, 
but there the fancy kind are called 
Crepes Suzettes: they're really 
much like the Shrove 
ones with more eggs and less flour 
than the ordinary kind. 


And did you ever know how Hot 
Cross buns began? They started 
in England and they had every- 
thing in them that you could eat 
on Good Friday—flour, salt, spice 
and a little fat. This was in the 
early days. Then later, when the

buns as sort of a frill.

If that is so you are luck 


when I was in school, because L 
got called down more than once. 
And sometimes I was_ punished. 
Just what the punishments were I 
don’t remember any more, but I do 
remember that I. was sorry for 
doing whatever I had done. I was 
sorry because I didn’t like being 
punished. 

At other times, though, I was 
sorry for a different reason. It 
may have been when I did some- 
thing wrong at home and was pun- 
ished by my mother. Then, some- 
times, I was not at all sorry be- 
cause of the punishment, but I was 
sorry because I had done some- 
thing to displease my mother. I 
was sorry because I had hurt her 
feelings. 


Now I tell you this because it is 
important that we know something 
about what it means to be sorry. 
It is important to know that we 
can be sorry for different reasons. 
Even when we commit a sin and 
are sorry, we can be sorry for dif- 
ferent reasons. 


We can be sorry because of our- 
selves, and we can be sorry because 
of God. When we are sorry be- 
cause of ourselves we are sorry be- 
cause we don’t like to be punished.

And it was a 
very black afternoon for him last 
May, out in Columbia, Mo., when 
the University of Missouri defeated 
his boys, 105-26, the worst loss 
ever suffered by a Notre Dame 
track team. 


But Alex is the comeback type 
as a coach, just as he was as a 
runner during his competitive days. 
A couple of weeks ago, the Irish 
and Missouri met again, and 
Wilson gained a measure of re- 
venge when his squad won by a 
somewhat one-sided margin 
74% to 39%. 


That is a pretty good reversal. of 
the point situation within a one 
year period. . . especially in track, 
a sport where I believe form holds 
true more than in most other types 
‘of athletic competition.

INQUIRER: But You also speak 
of General Councils of the Church 
of the early centuries. How do they 
prove what was the belief and 
practice of Primitive Christianity ? 


CHRIST: The Council of Nicea, 
held in the year 325, defended My 
divinity, which was believed from 
apostolic days by My followers un- 
til Arius denied it. Bishops from 
every country in which I had a

great many followers, to the num- 


_ber of more than 300 attended that 
schackled little Catholic church| 


Council and although called by 
Constantine at Constantinople in 
the. East, legates of My Vicar of 
Rome presided, which is clear 
proof that the East recognized the 
Primacy of Rome. ; 

The First Council of Constantin- 
ople — there were four of them in 
all held in that city — was con- 
vened in order to pronounce anew 
against Arianism, Macedonianism, 
which denied the divinity of the 
Holy Ghost, and other false teach- 


ings which were, according to My: 


prophecies, brought into the true 
fold “to deceive even the elect.” 
This was in the year 381, 


The Third General Council was 
held at Ephesus in the year 431. 
It condemned the Heresy of Nest- 
orius, Bishop of Constantinople, 
who taught much the same doc- 
trine which Unitarians do today, 
namely, that Mary was not truly 
ithe human mother of God the Son, 
‘but only of the man, Who became 
ithe temple of the Godhead. 


| The Fourth General Council was | : 
cause even the Orthodox 


| held at Chalcedon in the year 451, 
‘which condemned the heresy of 
Eutyches, who denied that Christ 
possessed two natures, that of God 
and that of man. Those who fol- 
lowed him were called Monophy- 
sites, which means believers in one 
nature. 

The Fifth Council was convened 
at Constantinople in the 553. This 
Council condemned the writings of 
certain men of that day and also 
renewed the condemnation of Ar- 
ianism, Nestorianism, etc. 

The Sixth General Council was 
also held in Constantinople in the 
year 678, and condemned the Mon- 
othylite Heresy, which held that 
I had only one will, that, in other 
words, I had no human will which 
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might not have harmonized with 
My divine will. : 


Now the last of these Councils} 


takes us up until nearly the eighth 
century. record of these Coun- 


cils have been published, and may 
be easily consulted today by an 
one who would make sure that 
have protected My Church from 
error and that all the doctrines be- 
lieved by primitive Catholics are 
accepted by My Church today — 
while many of them are rejected 
by modern religions. 


INQUIRER: But, dear Lord, I 
note that none of the Councils re- 
fer to the Mass and Holy Euchar- 
ist. How is that to be explained? 

CHRIST: They were not discuss- 
ed because nobody even called 
them in question. Even the Arians, 
the Nestorians, and the Eutych- 
jans, which were denounced by the 
General Councils as following 
heresy, had the Mass and had the 
Holy Eucharist essentially as My 
Church has it today.

In the eleventh century a certain 
Berengarius, of Tours, France, 
questioned the teaching of My 
Church concerning the Holy Euch- 
arist, but was quickly condemned 
even by civil authorities because 
every citizen in the nation be- 
lieved in it. 

For 15 solid centuries, therefore, 
all of Christendom believed in the 
Mass and the Eucharist, and be.
